Build Ip a Community Make Bet- 
ter children and Better Men 
And Women 



To one who has always been interest- 
ed in educational affairs and alwiiyp 
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munity gradually rising, ti>e idea ol 
converting people to the belief that the 
graded school is superior to r he ungrad- 
ed school is very much like trying to 
convert them to the belief that three 
meals a day are better than our It is 
possible f.T a person to subsist, more or 
less comfortably, on one meal a day but 
he docs not do bis best work that way. 

It is possible for a man to run a store 
by himself if the store is small euougn 
and his commercial ambition low 
enough, but it will not be a particularly 
good store. Some people, of course, do 
not care for good stores. It is possible 
for a fanner to do all the work that is 
done on his farm but he is not the man 
to whom you will no for fine stock or 
for superior seed or plants. It will be a 
small farm run in a small wav. It is 
also possible for a teacher to teach, after 
a fashion, all grades in one day, to allow 
ten minutes or sometimes fifteen or five 
to a recitation, but it is an inferior 
school that is soconducled, a neceesanly 
inferior education that is received. And 
with ti e present, and increasing, de- 
mand for intelligent workers, the people 
who receive only this education are 
likely to remain inferior people. 

The time of subduing the country, of 
clearing the land and fighting wild ani- 
mals the lime, in short, when physical 
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eniials, has gone by lie er 
to return; but the time of understanding 
business conditions, of getting the 
greatest return from a given effoit, the 
time of snatching brains with brains, is 
here to stay. Anil it is not bard to see 
what kind of person is going to succeed 
in the long run; it is the person whose 
mind has been trained to' responsible 
and accurate work. No matter how 
good the brain, it needs training. No 
one would think of letting a Thorough- 
bred horse go without training because 
he is a Thoroughbred; he needs even 
more careful handling than the scrub 
horse. On the other hand, the scrub 
horse must not go untrained, for his 
value is increased by discipline. In 
human education physical strength 
should be sought for it is highly valua- 
ble, but physical strength is but weak- 
ness. Common sense is needed as much 
as it ever was more indeed than it sver 
was. And the surest evidence of 
common sense is recognition of present 
conditions and giving to the children the 
best possible equipments for the tasks 
before them. For that is the purpose 
of education to enable us to do our work 
better and to do a better kind of work. 

One groat work ot the advancement 
of the present generation is the care for 
the children, the recognition that the 
welfare of the community and of the 
state is ultimately in their hands, and 
the determination to serve the com- 
munity and the state by preparing the 
children for the work they have to do. 

Consequently we have juvenile courts 
that the misdemeanors and sins of 
children may not become the crimes of 
men and women; we have child labor 
laws that the children may have a 
chance to be children for a few short 
years aud thus acquire power for 
mature life; and we have better schools 
that they may not go to their life work 
handicapped by ignorance or deficient 
education. Indeed a person's patriotism 
may well be tested by his attitude to- 
ward the j-ights of children. To refuse 
to work for better schools is to confess 
ourself lacking in patriotism. To 



oppose or to be indifferent to good 
schools, even on the ground that one 
has no children of his own, is to an- 
nounce ouiself a poor citizen. To de- 
prive a child of the best education a 
community can giv : him is to defraud 
him of right. Fraud is vile enough in 
any form but fraud practised upon a de- 
fenciless child, handicapping him for 
life, is about the smalles', lowest rerra. 

Theie are people who object to graded 
schools on the ground that they are use- 
less luxuries. Not much can be said to 
such people though not because there 
is nothing to be said. There are people 
who have the same objection to tooth- 
brushes. Of course graded schools 
mean increased cost, they ought to. 
Where is the seuse .or the morality of 
trying to get a good thing without pay- 
ing for it? Personally I have no de- 
sire to boa pauptr.to live off the com- 
munity and give nothing in return But 
the increased cost of graded schools is 
more than offset by the increased bene 
fits to the community, the higher in- 
telltetuil standard, the consequent 
higher social standard, and, as always 
follows, the higher commercial standard. 
Good schools attract good peoule to a 
community; good people make good 
bnsinets und good social conditions. 
The increased amount of taxes for a 
graded school is, by most people, spent 
many times over for pure luxuries and 
no thought given to the expenditure- 
Why not pay it for a necessity and so 
give tbe children of Breckennlge 
county, Kentucky a fair chance with 
the children from other counties and 
other states?

The Only Coward Evans Ever Saw In 
the Naval Service.

Ireland, which soon la to become au 
lnde|icu<lcnt state In the united l>:mish 
empire, furnishes a remarkable exam- 
ple of the effect that climate ami con- 
ditions have upon inankiuil.

The mere struggle for exist- 
once and the necessity for thrift de- 
veloped in the people traits that made 
them models Hie rest of mankind 
would have done well to copy during 
the middle aires. 

The people of Iceland organized a 
republic nearly I.ihki years ago.

1 by chosen representatives when 
most oi' the world was being overrun 
by the ins MM of tyrants. They had 
trial by Jury neaHy HOU years before 
the Manna .'harta was granted to the 
people of Knsland. They embraced 
Christianity more than 1*XI years ago 
and Ions before the Kuro|>ean fore- 
fathers of the most of ua had ceased 
to pay homage to pagan gods. With 
the dawn of Christianity they took up 
the art of writing and developed a 
wonderfully rich literature of eddas 
and sagas.* the uudying glory of a re- 
markable people. They cherished per 
aoual liberiy and their freedom ns a 
people. Their laws relating to the 
duties and privileges of citizens, the 
care of the poor and other problems of 
■eir government were centuries In ad- 
Vance of the times, and some of them 
have not twen Improved upon since. 

The little republic was engulfed in 
the wars that involved the Northmen 
and after 800 years of success became 
a dependency of Norway and later of 
Denmark. The people, however, nev- 
er lost those sterling qualities that had 
prompted their ancestors to establish 
a republic on the desolate Island.

NOVEL USE FOR MOLASSES. 



Waste Product of Sugar Refiner-iea 
Utilized as Binder For a "Candy" 
Highway Near Newton, Mass.— Oil 
Tried In Kansas. 

Chicago Is to have a dustless road, 
and Superintendent M I. Doherty of 
the department of streets and the su- 
perintendents of all the park systems

CONSTITUTION ISLAND. 

Hiatory of Place Mra. Sage Gave to 
the Government. 

Constitution Island, which was re- 
cently presented to the government by 
Mrs. Russell Suge to be added to the 
West Point reservation. Is rich In In- 
dian legend and historic memories. It 
Is situated In the Hudson at a point 
where the natural channel of the river 
forms two right angles by a torn from 
south to east and back to couth West 
Point lies to the north. 

A Revolutionary description In the 
West Point library stales that the 
"west and northwest sides of the Is- 
land are formed of bold and Inaccess- 
ible precipices, while on the east Is a 
large flag meadow partially drained by 
ditches recently cut through It" At 
present there are 280 acreB In the Is- 
land. Fifty of these are meadow, and 
the remainder is upland. None of the 
many Islands dotting the Hudson Is 
more beautiful than this one. and Its 
rugged shores are admired by all who 
pass up or down the river. 

Up to the Revolution the island was 
known as Mnrtelalre's Rock Island and 
also as Martter's Rock or Martyrs'

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heights. It became Constitution Island. 

On Aug. 20, 1775, commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Continental congress, 
accompanied by n company of men 
and led by Colonel nernard Romans, 
an engineer, reached the Island and 
began the erection of the "first fortlfl 
cations in tho highlands." The work 
on the Island was not completed at 
this time. Under the orders of Kos- 
ciusko, the engineer later detailed to 
fortify West Point, the breastworks, 
the remains of which are still to be 
traced, were erected there. 

Troops were garrisoned on the Island 
and several cannon mounted. There, 
too. figured the celebrated Iron chain 
placed In the channel to prevent fie 
British from passing up the river to 
Albany and the upper country One 
end of the chain was attached to the 
Island With the fortifications on Poo 
plopensklll. known as Forts Montgom- 
ery and Clinton, nnd the many other 
redoubts thrown up Koscl-isko made 
the point most formidable. 

There are stories floating around 
among the inhabitants of Orange and 
Putnam counties of visits to the Island 
by Or. Franklin und the worthy 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton and of 
excursions there made by Washington 
and Lafayette It Is said to have been 
a favorite spot with Benedict Arnold 
and his young wife. 

The Island became the property In 
1800 of Miss Anna Bartlett Warner 
nnd her sister, the late Susan Wnrner. 
better known under her pen name of 
Elizabeth Wetherell.

The Candle Wick. 

When the old fashioned dips were In 
common use great annoyance was 
caused by the burnt wick standing up- 
right ns the fat disappeared, making a 
smoky flame, which necessitated a con 
stant use of the snuffers. This trouble 
Is avoided In the modern candle by the 
simple expedient of plaiting one side 
of the wick a little stirrer than the 
other. When It is left free, owing to 
the wax having burnt away, it natu- 
rally bends over to one side. Now at the 
extreme edge of the flame tbe gaseous 
products of the candle are mixed with 
excess of oxygen from the sir. which 
attacks the solid substances In the 
wick and speedily changes tbem Into 
oxides. This always keeps the wick 
the right length.
